Wine and Pistol Bring
D(_e;lt[\ to Farmer

Pistol toting and wine drirk-
ing again made a bad combina-
tion when a negro, under the in-
fluence of drink, shot and killed
a8 white man, seemingly without
provocation.

Last Saturday ¢vening Charlay
Campbell, calored, shot and

killed Lester Hancock, a white
man, at McAllen’s place, eight

miles from Cheraw on the Na-
tional Highwey.

Ae the story goes, two negroes,
Charley and Lewis Campbell,
stopped on Saturday evening at
McAllen’s place and asked for
wine, it being alleged that Me-
Allen usually had more or less of
this commodity to sparo.

While they were beinz served,
two white men, Lester ilancock
and Ulayton Hendrick drove up
and were invited to get out and

drink. They did so, it is alleged,

and after being served there was
gome discussion as to who shounld
stand the next treat, though
there wxas no dispute over the
matter.

Mr. ITancock agreectd to treat
agl then, as the wine was heing
:ir!wn, withoul cuuse and with-
out warning, go far as is known
to the authoritiers, Gharley
Campbell drew a revolver and
began shooting, four balls tak-
ing effect in the body of Mr.
Hancock. 1t is further alleged
that as the wounded man was
falling, Lewis Campbell struck
him over the head witha quart
bottle.

Mr. Honcock was attended by
Dr. Bull, of Cheraw, who pro
nounced the case hopeless., The
patient lived only a few hours
after being wounded.

The interest of the war during
the past week remained with
operations in and around Serbia,
where the Teutons and their Bul-
garian allies are endeavoring to
force their way through to their
Turkieh ally.

The race for the road to Con-
stantinople has reached an ex-
citing stage. The Bulgariansare
within a few miles of forming a
junction with their Austro-Ger-
man allies, while the French, in

small force, have joined the
Serbians.

The I'rench are not yet in suf-
ficient numbers to assume an ac-
tual offensive in Macedonia, but
the rapidity of the Buigarian ad-
vance in that region already has
diminished and largsa detach-
ments of French and British are
being rushed forward.
